DREDGING MACHINE 


SHIPPED TUESDAY 


The big dredging machine that has 


bet r. under course of construction by 
the Rood Construction company lor 
some time past was started for its 
destination on Tuesday. The machine 
was consigned to parties at Interna- 
tional Falls, Minn., where it will be 
used for ditching and road work. 


The machine is equipped with a gas- 


oline engine of forty-five horsepower, 
of the three cylinder type, and when 
tried out ran in a most satisfactory 
manner. It was fitted with a Special 
carburetor for burning kerosene being 
started on gasolene and after it is 
warmed up being switched over to 
kerosene. 


While the burning of kerosene has 


not proved as satiisfactory as it might 
to users of automobiles, in the large 
stationary engine it is said to work 
much better, and where it can be used 
it cuts the power bill right in two, 
which is quite an item, especially 
where a large engine is working to its 
full capacity all day. 


The machine was set up and tried 


out in all its working parts on Mon- 
day, after which it had to be taken 
down and loaded on the cars, two 
good sized cars being necessary to 
carry it. 
The Rood company has 


been meeting with good success with 
their dredge.^, their orders coming 
from sections where there has been 
one or more of their machines in 
operation. ,

MARSHFIELD MAN 


IS LANDED IN JAIL 


L. B. Carl, the Marshfield man who 


is charged with getting away with a- 
bout $3,000 of the city's money while 
manager of the electric light and 
water company at that place, was 
brought to this city on Monday morn- 
ing by Sheriff Cowell and F. G. Gilkey, 
who went to Louisville, Ky., after him. 
Carl was placed in the county jail to 
await his hearing, which will occur at 
Marshfleld some time this week. 


A special committee has been look- 


ing into the affairs of the electric 
company at Marshfleld during the past 
two weeks and they haye found plenty 
of evidences of fraud, the lack of 
credits in the cash book of the com- 
pany indicating that .sums of money 
varying in amount from J25 to several 
hundred having been received by the 
company were nev^r entered. 


As the committee has not finished 


its labors as yet.il is impossible to tell 
how much the shortage will amount 
to. Jt is stated that the books of the 
company have heen audited by a com- 
mittee each year, who were supposed 
to be competent to discover any irre- 
gularity, but nothing was found out 
of the way. The discoveries have ne- 
cessarily caused quite a 
furor 
at 


Marshfield, and the present adminis- 
tration is having to hear the burden 
of the .blame, notwithstanding tin- 
fact that they are doing everything 
possi) .c to straighten matters out 


MOW PENSION LAW. 


In the closing days of the last con- 


gress a bill was passed anil became 
a law, relieves pensioners of much 
trouble and still may worry. 
I'nder 


the pension law passed in Mil2, when a 
man reached the age of 70 her is enti- 
tled to $25 and at the age of 72 to $30. 
Hut until the new law was enacted it 
was necessary for the pensioneer to 
make a new application when be reach 
ed the age of 70 or 75 and furnish 
more or less prool demanded by the 
pension bureau, 


Under the new law all of that is 


done away with, but it is necess'ary 
when a man arrives at the age of 
70 or 75 as the case may be, or a low- 
er age which will call for an increase 
of pension, for him to notify the bu- 
reau that he has reached that age and 
give such other data as would be na- 
turally required. 
No affidavits are 


required; simply a written statement. 


The pension department of the ad- 


jutant general's office, in the capitol 
at Madison has prepared a simple 
blank which any pensioner can read- 
ily nil out, sign and return to Madi- 
son, from which oflice it will be for- 
warded promptly and receive prompt 
action at Washington. 


The blanks will be furnished to any 


pensioner who desires to use them 
when his new birthday calls for an in- 
crease. 


Tt is better after filling it out, lo re- 


turn it to the Madison pension depart- 
ment than to send direct to the pen- 
sion bureau at Washington. No charge 
is made by the pension bureau at 
Madison. 
Tn other words pensioners 


get their increase by the expenditure 
of a 2 cent stamp and the making of 
a simple blank. 
This 
information 


shauld bo imparted to pensioners thru 
out the state.—Chilton Times.

MARSHFIELD MAN

L. B. Carl, the Marshfield man who 


is charged with getting away with a- 
bout $3,000 of the city's money while 
manager of the electric light and 
water company at that place, was 
brought to this city on Monday morn- 
ing "by Sheriff Cowell and F. G. Gilkey, 
who went to Louisville, Ky., after him.

A special committee has been look-

turally required. 
No afllidavits are 


required; simply a written statement. 


The pension department of the ad- 


jutant general's office, in the capitol 
at Madison has prepared a simple 
blank which any pensioner can read- 
ily fill out, sign and return to Madi- 
son, from which office it will be forr 
warded promptly and receive prompt 
action at .-Washington. 


The blanks will be furnished to any 


pensioner who desires to use them 
when his new birthday calls for an m- 


rease. 
It is better after filling it out, to re- 


turn it to the' Madison pension depart- 
ment than to send direct to the pen- 
sion bureau at Washington. No charge 
is made by. the pension bureau at 
Madison. 
Tn other words pensioners 


get their increase by the expenditure 
of a 2 cent stamp and the making of 
a simple blank.

BLACKS FLEE FROM 
TOWN 


Constable Uoes Revolver 
on 
Giant 


Negro When his Life Is Threat- 
ened by Friends of Man Who Wao 
Killed. 


Jollet, 111., Oct. 9.—One negro was 


killed, the village jail was wrecked, 
and a serious race riot narrowly 
averted at Romeo, eight miles north 
of Jollet Wednesday. The arrival of a 
big corps of special deputy sheriffs 
from Joliet, sent in answer to the ap- 
peal of Mayor Edward Swanson of Ro- 
meo, was all that saved a part of the 
whole population from massacre, 


John Winfield, a giant negro, bat- 


tered In the lockup door with a rail- 
road tie, seized Lulu Hills, a negress, 
and holding her before him as a shield 
made a savage attack upon Louis Han- 
son, a- resident of the village, whom 
the town marshal had called to his aid. 
Hanson'killed Winfield in defense of 
his own life. 


Immediately the town and country- 


side were in an uproar, Sheriff Thom- 
as Stevenson, who was notified by tel- 
ephone at Joliet, eight miles away, 
rushed an 
automobile laden 
with 


armed deputies into _ the 
town and 


every negro In the section was taken 
safely away within half an .hour. 


Armer deputies met every steam or 


electric train at the outskirts of the 
village, which Is 28 miles from Chica- 
go, and warned negroes not to alight. 


Citizens, angered into savage desire 


to show their resentment of indigni- 
ties they say they have been forced to 
submit to from negro roisterers for 
months, found no one for a victim and 
the riot spirit died away, 


The slain negro lived in Joliet, where 


he was employed last at the saloon of 
F, E, Daly at Marion and Railroad 
streets. He was six feet three inches 
tall, weighed 225 pounds and was pow- 
erful in proportion, 


During the struggle Marshal Farrell 


was in his own home searching for am- 
munition for his shotgun, Cor which he 
had run when he and Hanson were as- 
sailed at the jail door by the drink-in- 
furiated giant armed with a railroad 
tie, 
which he brandished in his long 


arras as though it were a cudgel. 


Hanson had drawn the revolver from 


his pocket In an attempt to cow tho ne- 
gro Into giving up his effort to batter 
down the jail door and rescue the ne- 
gro woman, with whom hp had been 
drinking earlier in the'day.

Sheriff Thom- 
as Stevenson, who was notified by tel- 
ephone at Joliet, eight miles away, 
rushed an automobile laden 
with 


armed deputies into the town and 
every negro in the section was taken 
safely away within half an hour. 


Armer deputies met every steam or 


electric train at the sutskirts of the 
village, which is 28 miles from Chica- 
go, and warned negroes not to alight. 


Citizens, angered into savage desire 


to show their resentment of indigni- 
ties they say they have been forced to 
submit to from negro roisterers for 
months, found no one for a victim and 
the riot spirit died away. 


The slain negro lived in Joliet, where 


he was employed last at the saloon of 


i F. E. Daly at Marion and Railroad 


I streets. He was six feet three inches 
' tall, weighed 225 pounds and was pow- 


erful in proportion. 


During the struggle Marshal Farrell 


was in his own home searching for am- 
munition for his shotgun, Cor which he 
had run when he and Hanson were as- 
sailed at the jail door by the drink-in- 
furiated giant armed with a railroad 
tie, which he brandished in his long 
arms as though it were a cudgel. 


Hanson had drawn the revolver from 


his pocket in an attempt to cow the ne- 
gro into giving up his effort to batter 
down the jail door and rescue the ne- 
gro woman, with whom hp had been 
drinking earlier in the/day.

used in'the Fox river valley is shipped 
from Milwaukee, notwithstanding the 
fact that the ports of Manitowoc and 
Green Bay are much hearer. The rail- 
roads contend that the present ar- 
rangement is the best, not only be- 
cause it is established but for the rea-. 
son', that any other arrangements 
wouid resuli in giving causes for com- 
plaint to particular localities.

With 
only cne dissenting voice on the final 
vote no're than a,000 bankers from 
all senious of the country, gathered 
at the first day's session of 
the 


annuall convention of the American 
Bunkers' 
association, 
ratified 
the 


action! of t he conference of bank- 
ers in demanding amendments to the 
federal reserve act, now pending in 
congress. 


Seciion by section they voted on and 


adopted a resolution which lirst ap- 
proved the report of the currency 
commission, criticising the Glass-Owen 
measure and calling some of its pro- 
visions socialistic; next ratified and 
indorsed the findings and conclusions 
of the recent Chicago conference of 
bankers; third, urged on Congress the 
wisdom of amending the currency bill 
as that conference recommended, and 
finally commended President Wilson, 
the secretary of the treasury and con- 
gress for the'ir efforts to give the coun- 
try an elastic as well as a safe cur- 
rency. 
To this last section of the resolu- 


tion the bankers added a pledge of 
their hearty support of any and all 
efforts to obtain "proper legislation." 
The emphasis was distinctly on the 
"proper." however, and the effect oi 
it was that, while the bankers thanked 
the president, his. secretary of the 
treasury and congress for tlielr efforts 
to improve the currency laws, they 
told them also their efforts had been 
misdirected.

If any farmer in Wisconsin desires 


an expert examination of his land 
and a chemical analysis of his soil, 
he can obtain it by tlie payment of 
only five dollars, in case he does not 
own more than 160 acres. 
The last 


legislature provided for this when they 
Laboratory at Madison. 


For only five dollars a 
Wisconsin 


farmer can obtain a complete inven- 
tory of his resources in soil. For less 
than four cents an acre he can find 
out If his land is deficient in lime, 
potassium, phosphorus, nitrogen, or 
any other of the essential plant food 
elements. 
The physical examination 


that accompanies the chemical analy- 
sis will show if the soil is deficient in 
the field examination he can learn if 
the soil is suited to the crops he is 
producing ,and if other crops could 
be more profitably grown.

been a greater bargain than this.

tinues to receive its ordinary ration 


While at work or adequately exer 


ciscd, the horse uses up the nutri 
ments of its feed in the repair o 
waste tissues, the generation of en 
ergy, work of organs and 
mainten 


ance of body weight. All of the ex 
cretory organs are active and wasti 
matters are thrown off without diffi 
culty. 
When this order is reversed 


and the excretory 
organs 
become 


overtaxed, poison forms and becomes 
injurious. 
These may be stored u] 


and become actively injurious when 
the horse is again set at work or may 
atonce enter into the blood circui 
and prove immediately but less vlo 
lently detrimental.

stand between it and its;-.creditors during the 
settlement of, Its outstanding, obligations. 


.The'soundness of this commercial practice as 
•. 


applied to governments is. sho;wn by, the1 fact, 
that' today the Dominican republic has more 
money to spend for proper purposes than ever 
- 


before, bdsidea paying the interest ,on a'loan and 
sotting anlde each year a sum.1 for the payment 
of'the-principal! When the receivership .is ter- 
minated Santo Domingo is likely .to enjoy the 
v 


distinction of being the-'only Latin American gov- ' 
ernmerit riot saddled with-a burdensome foreign 
• . 


debt.

Tho United States government is. the custo- 


dian of the Dominican revenues, and stands'spon- 
sor not only for the conservation of the public 
funds but also for ,the'settlement of the repub- 
lic's dfibts. 
This arrangement has lasting force 


by virtue of a treaty between the United StatfiB 
and tho Dominican-republic, In which the condi- 
tions of the receivership are set forth.' Under 
this ti-eaty it was that President Wilson appoint- 
ed Mi-. ¥Ick as 'the representative of the govern- ,- 
inent of the United States to administer tho re-.' 
, 


cetvershlp.

Mr, Vick is not, technically speaking, In any :- 


way connected with tho Washington government. . 
His salary is paid by the Dominican government. 
The same is true of all the expenses of the re- 
ceivership. These Include the salaries of a num- . 
bor of Americans who servo as his assistants, 
His own salary is $6,500 a year," and he also gets 
living quarters. 


Mr. Vlck is regarded 
as exceptionally, well 


qualified for the place. . One of the advantages 
supposed to lie in the American receivership is 
that; the customs revenues are by It removed to 
neutral hands and are no longer to be preyed 
upon by aspiring .revolutionists or grafting offi- 
x 


dais.- From 1905, when the first temporary ar- 
rangement went into' effect, until 1912 Santo'/ 
Domingo had its first long period of,freedom .from 
revolution and internal strife. 
The neutraliza- 


tion of the customs receipts has-been regarded 
as the cause of this peace in the turbulent re- 
public; In 1912 there wae continu'ed political dis- 
turbance, but even during the revolution the cus- 
tom houses remained unmolested by either fac- 
tion in the struggle. 
It will be Mr, Vick's task 


to continue this absolute security of the cus- 
toms receipts and maintain perfect neutrality 
toward all the contending political factions in 
the island. 


European intervention in Santo Domingo seem- 


ed a certainly when'President Roosevelt Inter- 
vened In behalf of the republic. The Dominican 
government ^vvas 'saddled with a foreign- and do- 
mestic indebtedness amounting, with interest,^to 
abo.ut $30,000,000. 
Far from paying the interest, ' 


tho Dominican government was increasing the 
debt by about a million dollars a year. .As a re- 
sult of centuries of misrule the revenues were 
being dishonestly dissipated. 
A succession of 


revolution's had reduced the government simply 
to a source' of graft for which many factions 
were contending. . In this situation the European 
creditors In 1904 demanded a settlement, and 
were prepared to take' over the revenues of the 
government If their demands were not granted. 
As the Dominicans were unable to do what they 
asked, European intervention seqmed> certain. 


The United States then negotiated the modus 


vlvendi, which was to hold in force while a treaty 
•was', being negotiated: The treaty, under which 
the receivership 'Is now conducted, was ratified _ , 
'by the United States senate and the Dominican- 
congress and 
went into effect 
July 8, 1907, 


Meantime under the modus vlvendi there had 
boon issued bonds of the Dominican government 
to the amount of $20,000.000. This was for the 
purpose of making a settlement with the foreign 
creditors and paying for certain public improve- 
ments necessary to the utilization of the island 
rp.so'urcGS. 
Though the nominal debt was $30,- 


000,000 it was scaled down by the United States 
in making allowance for fraud and dishonest 
claims to about .$17,000,000, 


The tonds bear interest at 5 per cent, making 


the anrltal charge for the service of the loan • 
$1,000,000 a year, 
It is provided In the treaty • 


that each month the "American receiver-general 
shall pay to the Guaranty Trust company of Now 
York, the fiscal agent of the loan, the sum of 
?100,000. This is $200,000 in .excess of the an- 
• 


nual $1,000,000 required, and the balance is ap- 
plied to the amortization of the bonds. In addi- 
tion it Is provided that whenever the collections 
for any 'year shall exceed $3.000,000, half of the 
surplus shall be applied to 'the amortization of 
the bonds.

Highly satisfactory progress has been made 


toward tho repayment of the principal of the 
$20,000,000 loan, Inasmuch as the revenues of 
tho republic havo nearly 
doubled 
under 
the 


American receivership. 
After the expenses of 


the receivership have been paid and the interest 
charges and sinking fund taken care of, the 
Dominican government gets what is left. 
Far 


from being a hardship, the effect of, the receiver- 


Fbrtion of the 7brnb\oJ-"Columbu& V/iihin the 


ship'has been to give the Dominican government 
more money for its-own purposes than it ever 
had before, even in' the days when it did'not 
pay a cent on its indebtedness. 
The first real 


roads in the republic, outside of'the towns, have 
been built'with funds supplied -by the receiver- 
ship, and other public improvements ' have been 
made possible.

What the receivership -has-really done for the 


Dominican government is'shown by:the fact that 
whereas "the customs receipts were only -about 
$2,000,000 a year before the receivership,, the 
receipts for 1912 were $3,642,861. 
This is the 


highest figure ever attained, and collections for 
the first four months of the present calendar 
,year indicate? that the total receipts for 1913 will., 
exceed $4,000,000, 
' 


W. E. Pulliam, Mr. Vick's'predecessor, effected* 


many reforms in the administration of the Do- 
minican customs which will assist Mr. Vick 
materially when he takes charge. It was found 
that one. reason for1 the small receipts lay in the 
dishonesty of the collectors. The men whom the 
American, receiver expelled from the service 
found 
difficulty 
In understanding why there 


should be any objection to their modest pecula- 
tions. 
Similarly, It was: found that other men 


In the customs- service were grafting by permit-. 
ting goods to enter .without duty upon payment 
of tribute.to them.-. This, of course, many im- 
porters were only too glad to do. 


One of the remarkable features of the effects 


of the receivership is that rec.elpts were increas- 
ed through .the reduction, of the customs dues. . 
A cut of JO per cent was made in the export 
duties and a reduction of 16 per cent In.the im- 
port duties. 
The result was to increase both 


exports and imports. 


The former* receiver-general found that while 


such articles 'as champagne, silks and automo- 
biles, used: solely by the rich, were.being admit- 
ted practically duty free, the cotton cloths, which 
are the :sole source of. clothes for the poorer 
classes, were being taxed almost 100 per'cent.•• 
Mr. PulllSln induced the Dominican government 
to reverse this arrangement, with salutary e'ffect 
both upon the condition of the poorer people and 
upon the state of the treasury. 


Though Mr. Vlck will be; the head of the only 


non-political government department in all Latin 
America, as custodian of the customs /receipts; 
he will really be a tremendous factor in the po- 
litical stability of the republic, With the Amer- 
ican minister he is the personification of the 
pledge of the United States that the Dominican 
government shall conduct Itself honorably in its 
financial obligations to foreigners. 
The office of 


the receiver-general and the'' American legation 
In'Santo Domingo city are the bulwarks of Do- 
minican stability, peace and< good government. 


Aa a result of this peculiar relation of the 


United States to .Santo Domingo the Washington 
authorities have been obliged to take a friendly 
hand in the settlement of the Dominican politi- 
cal .troubles. 
The rebellion which followed the 


tyrannical rule of Eladio Victoria and his die- 
•tator-llko nephew, Elfredo Victoria—the latter a 
soldier who got Into power in the confusion fol- •• 
lowing the assassination of President Caceres— 
was really settled through the intercession of 
the United States. A commission, of which Brig. 
Gen. Frank Mclntyre, chief of the .bureau of 
insular affairs of the',war' department, was one 
of the members, brought about the compromise 
by which President-Victoria' and his nephew re- 
tired from thje government and the prelate of 


Santo. Domingo, Archbishop 
Nouel, came in as temporary 
president, .to-hold office until 
general ele'ctionB could be 
held. This .compromise was 
'effected last December, but 
a few weeks.ago Archbishop 
r^ouel relinquished 'his' .task 
and 
went, tp 
Europe' In 


search of lost'health. With- 
out', any turmoil or disorder 
the 
Dominican, 
congress 


elected Jose Bordas, a 'sen- 
ator who had joined in the 
rebellion of- 1912, to succeed 
him. 
Only the .influence of 


. the United States 'kept more 
/trouble from 
breaking- out 


upon the withdrawal of the 


' archbishop, '. . 


The city of Santo Domin- 


go, the capital of the repub- 
lic,'is full of historical asso- 
ciations. It is the site of 
one of the first settlements 
made'in the 'western hemi- 
sphere by Christopher 
Co- 


lumbus.' At the entrance to 
the harbor' stands the an- 
cient stone fort, and castle 
erected " by 
-bis 
brother, 


whom Columbus made gov- 
ernor of, the colony.( Half a 
mile further up the Ozama 
river stands a great tree, to

' "I'm sure I don't object in the least to the deaf 
people being there. But I do object to the peo- 
ple who go there with the deaf people. There 
is always a person who persists in explaining 
things to the deaf person. The explanations are 
uncalled for, and the deafness is perhaps a sort 
of protection against them. 


"The last time I went to hear the opera I 


paid ?S for a seat. Every one kept asking me 
if I was going and then every one always looked 
supercilious when I said no, so I finally changed 
my mind and went. Having paid so much for a 
seat, I wanted to hear the music.

:ent being made for supplies. 
The 


cheese production is now running be- 
tween 200 and s'flO pounds per day. 
At 


present there are twenty patrons of 
the creamery which is planning to put 
on a cream route for the winter and 
take in a large i-ange of territory. 


The Horse StlH Stays. 


"The pasing of the horse" was duly 


announced in the public prints even 
before the pleasure automobile was a 
pronounced success. 
But apparently 


he doesn't go; In fact, in some cities 
are more of him today than ever be- 
fore. 
In Chicago, for instance, there 


are now 72,039 horses employed, or 
only 287 less than one year. ago. 
In 


Boston there are only fifty less in use 
than ten years ago; Baltimore shows 
a decrease otf 873 In seven years; Cin- 
cinnati reports only 153 less than ten 
years ago; while Minneapolis has act- 
110,1 ly 158 and St. Louis 730 more than 
ten years ago. 


It should be noted, however, that the 


city carriage horse has practically 
gone; In fact, the cartoonists are al- 
ready picturing the occasional driv- 
ing horse as a curiosity, and he is now 
relegated chiefly to omnibus and fu- 
neral work, in which he is gradually 
losing ground 
The riding horse will 


remain for a time, but hangs on a 
slender thread, for some new exercise 
fad is likely to displace him at short 
notice. 
The farmer is rapidly reduc- 


ing the number oC horses on his place, 
going to town In an automobile, and 
plowing more and more with mechan- 
ical power. 
Nevertheless the price 


of a good working horse today is more 
than "ten years ago, partly because 
there is little demand for any but the 
best quality.—Popular Mechanics.

CHEAP SOIL ANALYSIS. 


Potato seed for next season's plant- 


ing should be selected at the present 
time.

and secretary oC the Wisconsin Pota- 
to Growers1 association, who points 
out the 'necessity of selecting clean, 
sound, fully ripened tubers, smooth 
medium in size, and true to type. Be- 
fore storing the potatoes they should 
be run over a screen that will re- 
move all dirt which is liable to cling 
to their surfaces, especially when dug 
during wet weather. 


Wisconsin. Farmers May Have Their 


Soil Examined By Expert. 


If any farmer in' "Wisconsin desires 


an expert, 'examination of. his land 
and a chemical analysis • of his soil, 
he 'can obtain it by tHe payment of 
only five dollars, in case he does not 
own more than 160 acres. 
The last 


legislature provided for this when they 
Laboratory at Madison. 
• For only five dollars a 
Wisconsin 


farmer can obtain'a complete inven- 
tory of his resources in soil. For less 
than four cents an acre he can find 
out If his land is deficient in lime, 
potassium, phosphorus, nitrogen, or 
any other of the essential plant food 
elements. 
The physical examination 


that accompanies the chemical analy- 
sis will show If the soil is deficient in 
the field examination he can learn if 
the soil Is suited to the crops he is 
producing ,and if other crops could 
be more profitably grown. 
Never in 


the history of agriculture-has there 
been a greater bargain than this. If 
a storekeeper in the city could have 
the assistance o f . a government spe- 
cialist when he takes his inventory 
by paying him only fiye dollars for 
his 
services 
what 
a bustle would 


there be to get him.! 


Every farmer, in 
the 
northwest 


should have a chemical and physical 
examination o± his soil taken by a 
competent specialist. 
In many cases 


it will show, to. be true. 
that 
no 


change from the prevailing methods 
of farming Is necessary, but in many 
otfier Instances the- reverse'will be 
true. 
It is just-as necessary for the 


farmer to take an inventory of his 
soil, as it is for the merchant to take 
an inventory of his shoes, groceries 
and stove bolts.—Farmers Dispatch.

ergy, work of organs and 
mainten- 


ance of body weight. 
All of .the ex- 


cretory organs are active and waste 
matters are thrown off without diffi- 
culty. 
When this' order is reversed 


and the excretory 
organs 
become 


overtaxed, poison forms and becomes 
injurious. 
These may be stored up 


and become actively injurious when 
the horse is again set at work or may 
atonce enter into the blood circuit 
and prove immediately but less Vio- 
lently detrimental.

COMPULSORY SCHOOL LAW 


PARENTS SHOULD KNOW 


The attention of parents and pu- 


pils is called to the compulsory ed- 
ucation 
law 
whose provisions are 


jriefly as follows: 


1. Al! children between the ages 


of 7 and 15 must attend school not 
ess than 120 consecutive days unless 
>revented by sickness; 120 days of ir- 
regular attendance will not meet the 
requirements of the law. 


2. The same provision extends to 


children between the ages of 14 and 
6, unless regularly unemployed. Chil- 
Iren of the above ages loitering about 
he streets during school hours will 
i> deemed to have violated the law. 


3. All children coming under the 


provisions of the law must enroll dur- 
ng the first month of school. 


Violations of the law are punishable 


iy a fine not to exceed flfty, dollars 
vith costs of prosecution, or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail not ex- 
ceding three months, or by both. 
Teachers are compelled by law to 


report violations. 


Parents should see to it that their 


children attend school regularly and 
>atisfy the requirements of the law. 


Inability on the part of the par- 


nts to make the child attend school 
makes the child liable to be proceed- 
-d against as an incorrigible and com- 
mitted to the state reform or industrial 
school.

SHOULD .KNOW 


The attention of parents and, pu- 


pils is called to the compulsory1 ed- 
ucation 
law 
whose pr-o\isions are 


briefly as follows: 


1. All children between the ages 


of 7 and 15 must attend school not 
less than 120 consecutive days unless 
preiented by sickness, 120 days of ir- 
regular attendance will not meet ..the 
requirements of the law. 


2. /The same 'provision extends .to 


children, between the".ages of 14. and 
1G,/unless regularly unemployed.- Chil- 
.dr-erfof the above ages loitering about 
.the .streets "during- school hours will 
b* deemed- to have violated the. law. 


.3.•"'i'Ali .children coming under .the 


provisions of the law must enroll dur- 
.ing-the first month of school. . 


>-• - vfolations of the law are punishable 
:by/a fine not. to exceed .fifty, dollars 
with costs, of prosecution,' or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail not.ex- 
ceeding three months, or by both. • 


Teachers .are .compelled by law to 


report violations.

Parents should see to it that their 


children attend school regularly and 
satisfy the requirements of the law..

Snowitormi during the 
summer 


months are of frequent occurrence in 
-the Rocky Mountain region at an ele- 
Tatlon ot 10,000 feet and 
upward, 


•ometimes corering tbe ground to.a 
depth of BBTefal inches. 


Tbe flowers at this elevation are 


«mall, of delicate tints and 


very beautiful, but lacking in frag- 
rance. Owing to the absence of mois- 
ture In the atmosphere freezing does 
not affect vegetation at this altitude 
as it does nearer sea level. The flow- 
ers, after having 
been 
completely 


covered with snow for a day or two, 
will regain their former vigor after 
the snow departs, although they will 
appear slightly wilted for a few days 
after their snow bath. 


There Is a tiny little flower of four 


petals which follows the 
receding 


snows far above timber line, which Is 


usually about 11,500 feet above sea 
level. So closely does it follow the 
melting snows that it is often possi- 
ble to stand on one spot, pluck flow- 
ers with tbe right hand and make 
snowballs with the left. 


On the other hand during the dead 


of winter one may often see the snow 
in the big timber black with a very 
small flea. It is much smaller than 
the domestic pest and does not attach 
itself to animals. 
These fleas make 


their appearance during a thaw and 
the snow will look aa if a giant had 


taken a fine mesh sieve [and sifted 
soot over it. They disappear at if by

Two Michiganders Have Busy Time In 


Fierce Battle With Big

made frantic efforts to bolt, is the ex- 
perience of Lee Paf and Alvin Austin 
of this city.

The horse reared, and the 


reptile, becoming entangled with the 
wheel was thrown into the vehicle. 
One man's attention was required to 
restrain the horse, while the other, 
after a struggle to keep away from the 
snake's fangs, finally threw it to the 
road.

Y selecting Walter W. Vick of New 


Jersey as receiver-general of the 
customs of the Dominican repub- 
lic President Wilson assigned him 
the task of continuing a novel ex- 
periment in national finance. Bank- 
.ruptcies 
and 
receiverships 
are 


common enough in commercial en- 
terprises, but the Dominican ex- 
periment is the first case in which 


a nation after being plunged into involuntary 
bankruptcy has accepted a third party, another 
i:ation to act as receiver of its revenues and 
staTid between it and its creditors during the 
sctllement of Its outstanding obligations. 


The soundness of this commercial practice as 


applied t-> governments is shown by the fact 
that' today the Dominican republic 
has 
more 


money to spend for proper purposes than ever 
before, besides paying the interest en a loan and 
setting ayide each year a sum for the payment 
of the principal) 
When the receivership is ter- 


minated Santo Domingo is likely to enjoy the 
distinction of being iha only Latin American gov- 
ernment not saddled with a burdensome foreign 
debt. 


The United States government is the cus(to- 


dian of the Dominican revenues, and stands spon- 
sor not only for the conservation of the public 
funds but also for the settlement of tho repub- 
lic's dr.bts. 
This arrangement has lasting force 


by virtue of a treaty between the United States 
and the Dominican republic, in which the condi- 
tions of the receivership are set forth. 
Under 


this ti-eaty it was that President Wilson appoint- 
ed Mr. Vick as the representative of the govern- 
inent of the United States to administer the re~ 
cclveiship. 


Mr. Vick is not, technically speaking, in any 


way Connected with the Washington government. 
His salary is paid by the Dominican government. 
The same is true of all the expenses of the re- 
ceivership. These include the salaries of a num- 
ber of Americans who serve as his assistants. 
His own salary Is $6,500 a year, and he also gets 
living quarters. 


Mr. Vick is regarded 
as exceptionally well 


qualified for the place. 
One of tlie advantages 


supposed to lie in the American receivership is 
that, the customs revenues are by it removed to 
neutral hands and are no longer to be preyed 
upon by aspiring revolutionists or grafting offi- 
~ 


ciaJs. From 1905, when the first temporary ar- 
rangement went into effect, until 1912 Santo . 
Domingo had its first long period of freedom from 
revolution and internal strife. 
The neutraliza- 


tion of the customs receipts has been regarded 
us the cause of this peace In the turbulent re- 
public. In 1912 there was continued political dis- 
turbance, but even during the revolution the cus- 
tom houses remained unmolested by either fac- 
tion In the struggle. It will be Mr. Vick's task 
to continue this absolute security of the cus- 
toms receipts and maintain perfect neutrality 
toward all the contending political factions in 
the Island. 


European intervention in Santo Domingo seem- 


ed a certainly when President Roosevelt Inter- 
vened in behalf of the republic. 
The Dominican 


government was 'saddled with a foreign and do- 
mestic indebtedness amounting, with interest, to 
about $30,000,000. Far from paying the interest, 
the Dominican government was increasing the 
debt by about a million dollars a year. As a re- 
sult of centuries of misrule the revenues were 
being dishonestly dissipated. 
A succession of 


revolutions had reduced the government simply 
to a source of graft for which many factions 
were contending. In this situation the European 
creditors in 1904 demanded a settlement, and 
were prepared to take over the revenues of the 
government If their demands were not granted. 
As the Dominicans were unable to do what they 
asked, European intervention see,med certain. 


The United States then negotiated the modus 


Vivendi, which was to hold in force while a treaty 
was being negotiated. The treaty, under which 
the receivership is now conducted, was ratified 
by the United States senate and the Dominican 
congress and 
went 
into 
effect 
July 8, 1907. 


Meantime under ..the modus vivendi there had 
been issued bonds of the Dominican government 
to the amount of 120,000.000. This was for the 
purpose of making a settlement with the foreign 
creditors and paying for certain public improve- 
ments necessary to the utilization of the island 
resources. 
Though the nominal debt was $30,- 


000,000 it was scaled down by the United States 
in making allowance for fraud and dishonest 
claims to about $17,000,000. 


The t^nds bear interest at 5 per cent, making 


the anr\ia! charge for the service of the loan 
$1,000,000 a year. 
It Is provided in the treaty 


that ench month the "American receiver-general 
shall pay to the Guaranty Trust company of New 
York, the fiscal agent of the loan, the sum of 
$100,000. 
This is $200,000 in excess of the an- 


nual $1,000,000 required, and the balance is ap- 
plied to the amortization of the bonds. In addi- 
tion it Is provided that whenever the collections 
for any year shall exceed $3,000,000, half of the 
surplus shall be applied to the amortization of 
the Dunds. 


Highly satisfactory progress has been made 


toward tho repayment of the principal of 
the 


$20,000,000 loan, Inasmuch as the revenues of 
the republic have nearly 
doubled under 
the 


American receivership. 
After the expenses of 


the receivership have been paid and the interest 
charges and sinking fund taken care of, the 
Dominican government gets what is left. 
Far 


from being a hardship, the effect of the receiver-

ship has been to give the Dominican government 
more money for its own purposes than it ever 
had before, even in the days when It did not 
pay a cent on its indebtedness. The first real 
roads in the republic, outside of the towns, have 
been built with funds supplied by the receiver- 
ship, and other public improvements have been 
made possible. 


What the receivership has really done for the 


Dominican government is shown by the fact that 
whereas the customs receipts were only about 
$2,000,000 a year before the receivership,, the 
receipts for 1912 were $3,642,861. 
This is the 


highest figure ever attained, and collections for 
the first four months of the present calendar 
.year indicate that the total receipts for 1913 will • 
exceed $4.000,000. 


W. E. Pulliam, Mr. Vick's predecessor, effected 


many reforms in the administration of the Do- 
minican customs which will assist Mr. Vlck 
materially when he takes charge. It was found 
that one reason for the Email receipts lay In the 
dishonesty of the collectors. The men whom the 
American 
receiver expelled from the service 


found 
difficulty 
in 
understanding 
why 
there 


should be any objection to their modest pecula- 
tions. 
Similarly, it was found that other men 


in the customs service were grafting by permit- 
ting goods to enter without duty upon payment 
of tribute to them. 
This, of course, many Im- 


porters were only too glad to do. 


One of the remarkable features of the effects 


of the receivership Is that receipts were increas- 
ed through the reduction of the customs dues. 
A cut of 50 per cent was made in the export 
duties and a reduction of IS per cent In the im- 
port duties. 
The result was to increase both 


exports and imports. 


The former receiver-general found that while 


such articles as champagne, silks and automo- 
biles, used solely by the rich, were being admit- 
ted practically duty free, the cotton cloths, which 
are the sole source of clothes for the poorer 
classes, were being taxed almost 100 per cent. 
Mr. PulliaTm induced the Dominican government 
to reverse this arrangement, with salutary effect 
both upon the condition of the poorer people and 
upon the state of the treasury. 


Though ^fr. Vick will be the head of the only 


non-political government department in all Latin 
America, as custodian of the customs .receipts; 
he will really be a tremendous factor in the po- 
litical stability of the republic. 
With the Amer- 


ican minister he is the personification of the 
pledge of the United States that the Dominican 
government shall conduct itself honorably in its 
financial obligations to foreigners. The office of 
the receiver-general and the American legation 
In Santo Domingo city are the bulwarks of Do- 
minican stability, peace and good government. 


As a result of this peculiar relation of the 


United States to Santo Domingo the Washington 
authorities have been obliged to take a friendly 
hand in the settlement of the Dominican politi- 
cal troubles 
The rebellion which followed the 


tyrannical rule of Eladio Victoria and his dic- 
tator-like nephew, Elfredo Victoria—the latter a 
soldier who got Into power in the confusion fol- 
lowing the assassination of President Caceres— 
was really settled through the intercession of 
the United States.

The United States government is . the custto- 


dian of the Dominican revenues, and stands spon- 
sor- not only for the conservation of the public 
funds but also for .the 'settlement of the repub- 
lic's debts. 
This arrangement has lasting force 


by virtue of a treaty between the United States 
and the Dominican- republic, in which the condl-' 
tions of the receivership are set forth. 
Under 


this ti-eaty it was that President Wilson appoint- 
ed Mr. Vick as "the representative of the govern- ,- 
rnent of the United States to administer the re- 
, 


ceiverslilp.

Mr. Vick is not, technically speaking. In any 
••'• 


way i:onnected with the Washington government. . 
His salary is paid by the Dominican government. 
The same is true of 'all the expenses of the re- 
ceivership. These Include the salaries of a num- 
ber of Americans who serve as his assistants. 
His own salary is $6,500 a year,' and he also gets 
living quarters. 


Mr. Vick is regarded as exceptionally; well 


qualified for the place. . One of the advantages 
supposed to lie in the American receivership is 
that, the customs revenues are by it removed to 
neutral hands and are no longer to be preyed 
upon by aspiring .revolutionists or grafting offi- 
s 


cials. • From 1905, when the first temporary ar- 
rangement went into effect, until 1912 Santo .- 
Domingo had its first long -period of. freedom .from 
revolution and internal strife. 
The neutraliza- 


tion of the customs receipts has-been regarded 
as the cause of this peace in the turbulent re- 
public: In 1912 there was continued political dis- 
turbance, but even during the revolution the cus- 
tom houses remained unmolested by either fac- 
tion .in the struggle. 
It will be Mr. Vick's task 


to continue this absolute security of the cus- 
toms receipts and maintain perfect neutrality 
toward all the contending political factions in 
the island. 


European intervention In Santo Domingo seem- 


ed a certainly when President Roosevelt inter- 
vened In behalf of the republic. 
The Dominican . 


government ^as 'saddled with a foreign- and do- 
mestic indebtedness amounting, with interest, _ to 
about $30,000,000. 
Far from paying the interest, ' 


the Dominican government was increasing the 
debt by about a million dollars a year. .As a re- 
sult of centuries of misrule the revenues were 
being dishonestly dissipated. 
A succession of 


revolutions had reduced the ' government simply 
to a source of graft for which many factions 
were contending. . In this situation the European 
creditors 
in 1904 demanded a settlement, and 
- 


were prepared to take over the revenues of the 
government if their demands were not granted. 
As the Dominicans were unable to do what they 
asked, European intervention see.med, certain. 


The United States then negotiated the modus 


Vivendi, which was to hold in force while a treaty 
•was, being negotiated. 
The treaty, under which 


the receivership is now conducted, was ratified . 
'by the United States senate and the Dominican 
congress and 
went 
into 
effect 
July 8, 1907. 


Meantime under ^the modus vivendl there had 
been Issued bonds of the Dominican government 
to the amount of $20,000,000. 
This was for the 


purpose of making a settlement with the foreign 
creditors and paying for certain public improve- 
ments necessary to the utilization of the island 
r-Rsdurces. 
Though the nominal debt was $30,- 


000,000 it was scaled down by the United States 
in making allowance for fraud and dishonest 
claims to about $17,000,000. 


The bonds bear interest at 5 per cent, making 


the an roial charge . for the service of the loan 
$1,000,000 a year. 
It is provided in the treaty - 


that each month the "American receiver-general 
shall pay to the Guaranty Trust company of New 
York, the fiscal agent of -the loan, the sum of 
$100,000. 
This is $200,000 in excess of the an- 
.-' 


nual $1,000,000 required, and the balance Is ap- 
plied to the amortization pf the bonds. In addi- 
tion it is provided that -whenever the collections 
for any year shall exceed $3,000,000, half of the 
surplus, shall be applied to 'the amortization of 
the bonds. 


Highly satisfactory progress has 'been made 


toward the repayment of the principal of

$20,000,000 loan, inasmuch as the revenues of

What the receivership has really done for the 


Dominican government is'shown by the fact that 
whereas "the customs receipts were only about 
$2,000,000 a year before the receivership,, the 
receipts for 1912 were $3,642,861. This is the 
highest figure ever attained, and collections for 
the first four months of the present calendar 
.year indicate: that the total receipts for 1913 will • 
exceed $4,000,000. 
' 


W. E. Pulliam, Mr. Vick's predecessor, effected 


many reforms in the administration of the Do- 
minican customs 
which will assist Mr. Vick 


materially when he takes charge. It was found 
that one reason for the small receipts lay in the 
dishonesty of the collectors. The men whom the 
American receiver expelled 
from 
the service 


found 
difficulty 
In 
understanding 
why 
there 


should be any objection to their modest pecula- 
tions. 
Similarly, it was found that other men 


in the customs- service were grafting by permit- 
ting goods to enter without duty upon payment 
of tribute - to them. . This, of course, many im- 
porters were only too glad to do. 


One of the remarkable features of the effects 


of the receivership is that receipts were increas- 
ed through -the reduction of the customs dues. 
A cut of /50 per cent was made in the export 
duties and a reduction of 15 per cent in the im- 
port duties. 
The result was to increase both 


exports and imports. 


The former' receiver-general found that while 


suc"h articles ias champagne, silks and automo- 
biles, used'solely by the rich, were being admit- 
ted practically duty free, the cotton cloths, which 
are the .sole source of clothes for the poorer 


' classes, were being taxed almost 100 per cent. 
Mr. Pulliata induced the Dominican government 
to reverse this arrangement, with salutary e'ffect 
both upon the condition of the poorer people and 
upon the state of the treasury. 


Though Mr. Vick will be the head of the only 


non-political government department in all Latin 
America, as custodian of the customs /receipts; 
he will really be a tremendous factor in the po- 
litical stability of the republic. With the Amer- 
ican minister he is the personification of the 
pledge of the "United States that the Dominican 
government shall conduct itself honorably in its 
financial obligations to foreigners; 
The office of 


the receiver-general and the American legation 
in Santo Domingo city, are the bulwarks of Do- 
minican stability, peace and. good government. 


As a result of this peculiar relation of the 


United States to Sa-nto Domingo the Washington 
authorities have been obliged to take a. friendly 
hand in the settlement of the Dominican politi- 
cal .troubles. 
The rebellion which followed the 


tyrannical rule of Bladio Victoria and his dic- 
•tator-like nephew, Elfredo Victoria—the latter a 
soldier who got into power in the confusion fol- • 
lowing .the assassination of President Caceres— 
was really settled through the intercession of 
the United States. A commission, of which Brig. 
Gen. Frank Mclntyre, chief of the bureau of 
insular affairs! of the ,war department, was one 
of the members, brought about the compromise 
by which President Victoria and his nephew re- 
tired from th!e government and the prelate of 


Santo Domingo, Archbishop 
Nouel, came in as temporary 
president, to hold office until 
general 
ele'ctions 
could 
be 


held. 
This compromise was 


effected last December, but 
a few weeks ago Archbishop 
Nouel relinquished his task 
and 
went, to 
Europe' In 


search of lost health. With- 
out any turmoil or disorder 
the 
Dominican , 
congress 


elected Jose Bordas, a 'sen- 
ator who had joined in the 
rebellion of 1912, to succeed 
him.
